“Jim” Cornwall 


WINNIPEG, April 28—"There 
nothing wrong with Canada We 
have the finest country in the world 
But it is the people living in the 
country who are to blame. They have 
frittered away their inheritance,” 

Striding up and down his room, 
Friday, in the Fort Garry hotel here, | 
Col, J. K, Cornwall, D.8.0,, known to) 
thousands as “Peace River Jim,” spoke 
ax & pioneer and told of his opinion 
of the present troubles In Canada, 

“We are in a mess and we owe 
money. It may take us up to 25 years 
to clear ourselves, But we can do it, 
and we will do it When people cease | 
to grouse and grumble and ‘get down’ 
to a Uttle bit of common-sense think- 
ing.” 

“The people of Canada must get 
solidly together. We must back up 
the government and we must stop 
making a felish of our politics.” 
NOT TRUE PIONEERS 

“The other day the premier made 
a speech at Ottawa that has stirred 
Western Canada. Maybe Mr, Ben- 
nett exaggerated things In some ways, 
but he was not talking to any party. 
He was talking to the pioneers of the 
West as a pioneer—and the true plo- 
neers of the West understood him,” 
declared the colonel 

Col, Cornwall emphasized that some 
men have lived in the West for many 
years and yet they are not pioneers 
Pioneers represent a aspirit—a re- 
Ugion, ‘They love the land that gives 
them their living and they love thelr 
country, | 

“The trouble tn the prairie proy- 
inces began a year or two before the 
war,” said Cel. Cornwall, “A class of 
farmer came oul, who were quite dif- 
ferent to the pioneer type, They did 
not love the soil. They came out to 
the West to make money to enable 
them to retire to California They 
were nothing more than ‘wheat min- 
ers,’ putting nothing into the land 
and taking out all that they could 
get 
SAY GAME CROOKED 

“With the arrival of this kind of 
farmer came the political agitator-- 
the man who stirred up trouble and 
kept the grousers going, They are 
ati) with us and they spread from the 
Red Rier west to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, They are lacking in moral 
courage and they do not believe im- 
plicity tn their country, 

“During the war the price of wheat 
soared up and up, These political so- 
called farmers took the credit for that 
and gained a hearing among many 
people in the West. Farmers com- 
menced to gamble their wheat 

“We now see the result of that, 
The price of wheat came down and)! 
they formed these pools. Representa- 
tives of the pools went to England 
ard told the buyers there to s\and 
aside, Canadians were going to sell 
thelr own wheat, And they failed.” 

“They are now grousing hard and 
want the rest of the people in Canada 
to pull them out of the hole that they 
have got into, ‘They remind me of the 
beginner, who got into a game of 
poker, saw others winning, but lost 
himself.

ALBERTA’S NEW GOVERNOR 


The official announcement at Ottawa 
of the appointment of Mr. Justice Walsh 
as Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta will 
have very general approval throughout 
the province. The selection is a good one 
and the appointee in every way qualified 
to discharge the duties of the office in a 
fitting and satisfactory manner, 

Judge Walsh was for many years one 
of the outstanding lawyers of the prov- 
ince, and his career on the bench has been 
a distinguished one. That he will worthily 
uphold the traditions as the representative 
of His Majesty goes without saying, while 
the genial disposition that has won him a 
host of friends will make him a popular 
occupant of Government House. 


BRITAIN ALSO IN THE “RED” 


Great Britain had a deficit of $116,,- 
000,000 last year, and Mr. Snowden ex- 
pects a shortage of $186,000,000 at the 
end of the coming year on the basis of 
present taxation. 

With about one-fifth the population, 
Canada will be fortunate if Mr. Bennett 
can report deficits of only one-fifth the 
above figures for the past and the present 
year. The expectation is that the short- 
age for last year will run to upwards of 
half that of the British Government, with 
no better outcome promised for this year, 

Canada, however, is in better position 
than Britain to take heavy losses for the 
time on Government operations, The Do- 
minion had enormous surplusses for sev- 
eral recent years, and cut down its in- 
debtedness in proportion. Canadians are 
far less heavily taxed than their kinsmen 
in the old lands; and the country is not 
burdened with such an appalling weight 
of fixed charges. 

Considering the magnitude of Bri- 
tain’s war debt, the stagnation of foreign 
trade, and the unsolved problem of unem- 
ployment, the taxpayers there are lucky 
to escape with a deficit of less than four 
dollars per head of the population. Cana- 
dians will probably have to digest a less 
satisfactory forecast than that, along with 
some equally unwelcome new taxation 
measures, 


THE NEW NATIONAL POLICY 

Hon. Herbert Greenfield says the way 
to sell more Canadian wheat in Britain is 
to buy more British goods in Canada. Up 
until last mid-summer Canadians seemed 
io be pretty well agreed that, international 
trade worked in that way. ‘Then, seem- 
ingly, the voters of the Dominion changed 
their minds, in a number large enough to 
put the idea out of court. 

The voters then elected a Government 
pledged to shut the products of other 
countries out of Canada and at the same 
time force Canadian products into their 
markets, This policy the Government 
applied last September by raising the 
turiff against British goods. Whatever is 
to be suid about that action, it was 
thoroughly in keeping with the platform 
on which Mr. Bennett asked for power 
and was given it. No charge of incon- 
sistency lies against the Government on 
that account, 

Mr. Greenfield evidently thinks, after 
four years residence in Britain, that this 
is not the way to enlarge the market for 
Canadian products in that country. A 
good many Canadians, though presumably 
a minority of them, think the same. But 
that is now the policy of Canada, ex- 
plicitly stated, popularly approved, and 
already put into effect. 

Whether this new national! policy is 
right or wrong—and by all the laws of 
economics and human nature it is wrong— 
the unwelcome fact is that if increased 
sale of Canadian wheat in Britain depends 
upon increased sale of British goods in 
Canada being allowed, the prospect of 
marketing our wheat crop in that quarter 
is not very good. 


ARE CANADIAN ROUTES GAINING? 


Of the wheat that has been shipped 
from Canada during the first eight months 
of the present marketing season, 58 per 
cent went out through Canadian ports. 
The increase in shipments through Cana- 
dian ports over the shipments of a year 
ago was SO per cent, against an increase 
in total exports of 62 per cent

Canadian routes are corralling the export 
wheat trade that has formerly gone to 
United States routes, at a rate which 
would in a few years make the export of 
Canadian wheat practically a monopoly of 
Canadian transportation systems and out- 
lets. 

But dufing the last cight months a dis- 
proportionately large amount of grain has 
gone out via the Pacific—all of it through 
Canadian ports. And during most of that 
period the great lakes have been frozen 
and comparatively little wheat can have 
moved out from the Canadian Atlantic 
ports, 

Whether and to what extent the Cana- 
dian grain trade is being recovered from 
United States rivals by Canadian routes 
and ports involves a comparison between 
the volume shipped through Canada’s At- 
lantic ports and that going through Unit- 
The statement issued 
at Ottawa contains no figures providing 
for such a comparison. 

In previous years about two-thirds of 
the Canadian grain which moved eastward 
went to United States ports on the Atlan- 
tic. Special export rates over the National 
Transcontinental were established som 
years ago in hope of diverting some of this 
“lost” trade to Canadian routes, The lat- 
est report did not show that the results 
had been notable. For the sake of Cana- 
dian railways and railwaymen it is \p be 
hoped a better showing is being made at 
present.

“Tl tell you a story,” she said. “In 
ene of my companies recently a tale 
ented young actor was giving an ad- 
tairable performance of a minor role 
He was doing it exquisitely, with rare 
artistry of touch and tone. But one 
night he slipped thto a sloven and 
somewhat vulgar mannerism that 
brouglit a roar from a sloven and vul- 
gar and obviously empty mind in the! 
audience. He found he had made a| 
hit. The next night he repeated the 
thing that had aceidentally brought 
the roar from the empty head in the 
audience. Again there was an empty 
head present to greet his antics. The 
wine of applause for an inartistic per- 
formance went to his head. And I 
had to tell him that he was playing 
down to vulgarity, and that this was 
unworthy of an artist. For the art- 
ist, you must remember, ts divinely 
commissioned to lead the crowd,’ not 
to follow it. This is why the artist 
must, in @ sense, be aloof from his 
audience. It is his business to evoke 
its best, not to cater to its worst, even 
if he may so win cheaply its ap-

MILK FOR MOTHERS AND 
INFANTS 

There is ample proof that milk 
should furnish almost all of the food 
used by infants up to about the age 
of two years, Milk is also an ideal 
food for the growing child, and it 
would be possible for the baby to 
grow into an-adull without the addi- 
tion of any other food except orange 
or tomato julce and the non-starchy 
vegetables 
baby is kept on @ milk diet the better 
its digestion when the other foods are 
added. 

Mothers who wish to continue their 
babies on breast feeding should learn 
to select their own diet very carefully

ers: 
Breakfast--One or two eggs pre-

Paradoxical as it might seem, Mr

In January, 1931, the revenue of | 
the company totalled $157,258.18 
compared to $201,085.02 in January 
1930. 

Mr. Garrett stated that it had been 
found by experience that when the 
outside temperature dreps to below 
65 degrees people use some form of 
fuel for heating. On a day when 
the temperature is 20 degrees below 
65, twice as much fuel is consumed as 
when it is only 10 degrees be 65 
degrees.
